Writing from Little Salmon Camp at 
the junction of Little Salmon and Lewis 
rivers under date of January 10, 1898, a 
special correapondeot ot the CoLONii^T 
furnisheB the following authorized inter- 
view with Major VValali, Canadian ad- 
ministrator in the Yukon, which eeta 
forth conciBely and well all the con- 
cluBiona the Major has reached in a 
number of main matters affecting the 
country. It is tlie first public statement 
made by Major Walsh, who has been at 
Little Salmon Camp since early in 
November last, and is of great public in- 
terest and importance. The interview 
reads aa follows : 

Well Major were you dieappointed by 
being held up here by the ice? 

Yes, I was much dieappointed. I was 
very anxioas to fiet to Selkirk at least 
with all my party and with part of it to 
Dawson Gity. However as things turned 
out I thinks perhaps we have been able 
to do better work at this place than we 
could have done at Dawson. We have 
been able to assist many people coming 
out over tl^e trail en route to the coast. 
We appear to be juat located where the 
people coming out need aEsiatauce moat. 
Situated about midway between Dawson 
and the coast, we liave been able to olier 
asaistance to worn out and tired travel- 
lers, and in aome caaea had it not been 
for our aBsiatance and our poata from 
here out, there would have been many 
cases of severe distress, if not death. 

I suDpoae yon have had conversatioDs 
with many people who have passed 
here? 

Yes, I got a great deal ot information 
both as to the present condition of the 
country and as to the condition in pre- 
viona years, and on the transportation 
and food supply question. 

Have you been able to come to any 
conolusiott as to.what is the most- im- 
portant of these matters? 

The provision supply is the most im- 
portant of all questions pertaining to this 
country ; of couree that carries with it 
transportation. Unleaa the people are 
made jjerfectiy safe in their food supply 
tlie development of tliia country cannot 
be carried on to the extent which its re- 
sources appear to merit. 

How would you propose to improve 
the transportation facilities of thecoun- 
uy '.' 

iiy opining new routes. 

What route would you recommend? 

I wi aid recommend, and it is the only 
route that could be recommended for a 
permanent route and one capable of car- 
rvine out ttie requirements of the coun- 
trv, the route by the Stikine river over- 
land to Tnalin Lakeland down the Hoota- 
linqua. That route can be used five 
mnxths in the year. 

What are the disadvantages ot the 
present ruuiet? 

The present routes have great barriers 
to overcome and are loo expensive on 
Mi irivi'iH and lakes, which, until the 

lootaliiKjUH " reached, are too shallow 
lor boata uf paying capacity to navigate 
Miem, They are all riglit for Hat bot- 
tom boats. The Vukoii river can only 
be dRpendetl on for about six weeks. 
Steamera are auro of one tri]) a year 
from f:'t, Michael's. If they make iwo 
it ia coniething unusual. Their iilan ol 
operation in to make one through trip, 
atteiiii.>t the i-econd and lay over some- 
where alone the river until next spring. 

W.'iy ciuiiiot they put on putticiunt 
number oi li.jata daring the slior.. ueaaon 
to aupply Uio population'.' 

Because for that one trip they will 
have to make a charge so high for provi- 
sions that the country cannot bb devel- 
oi^ed under it. What is needed is cheap 
food. The Yukon river can only supply 
thia country to something like 100 to 150 
miles into the interior, while we have 
GOO tnilee of country to supply. 

What are the particular iidvaut.Tgea ol 
the Teslin route? 

It can aupiily the country from tlie 
southern to the northern boundary lines, 
in fact the whole mineral belt, it ia the 
natural entrance to thia country. Kreiuht 
can be carriiid with tlie current and not 
against it, as on the Yukon from St. 
Michael'p. Then, by the Tesliii route 
wo liave live mouths to operate against 
six weeka on the lower Yukon. 

Wliat are the chanceaof haviuRa Brit- 
isli port? 

We. have a British port already at 
Ti;lef;rapii Creek. While the ocean 
Bteainera cannot come up the river, there 
is nothing to prevent river boats anchor- 
ing alongside the ocean steamers and 
getting their cargoes. The ocean steam- 
ers can come close enough in to permit 
of this. 

r.ut what are you going to do for a 
winter route? 

Wo will make a winter route along 
this line of eetlleiiient. 

Along this lino the country would he 
thoroughly policed ; })OQts act out every 
;]0 miles, settlement would take place 
around these posts and a winter route 
would be perfectly safe. Another loute 
of whicli frequent mention is made is 
the Dalton route. I do not think, how- 
ever, it ia a safe winter trail. I have 
been informed the snow is too deep to 
make travellinR aafe. 

But the Tealin route has a portago of 

'Hniles? 

'.'.b.at is very easily overcome. There 
Ui . n. ^batruciione, and a l;orse, wagon 
or "/".y route could iiuito eaaily be 
majo a' It, You could coiuinence with 
a pad: i.aiu. Tiiere ia good feeding 
urouiulfl.l along the trail and plenty of 
J timber, n'.mt I would recommend ia 
(that a railway be built acroes tliia 
I Rtretcb and ateamboata put on Tealin 
' l:.'.fe, and from there boats he put on to 



run on to Dawson. The route ia thor- 
oughly safe for boata of paying capacity 
to navigate. 

How would you propose to police the 
country? 

I propose to police the country by 
bringing in a force sufTicient to establiah 
poata from the southern to the northern 
boundary linea at a distance of thirty 
miles apart, with headquarters at some 
central point. This country needs to be 
thoroughly policed, and it will require 
quite a laige force to do it properly. I 
do not see that there ia very much need 
in the N.W.T. now for the force there 
and it could he moved into thia country. 

What would the particular work of 
these police be? 

To cover the trails of the country, to 
prevent smuggling, to put a stop to 
carrying in liquor, and the general 
duties of policemen in any country. 

I suppose these police posts would 
serve for other purposes as well? 

They would serve for mail stations. 
l''ach poat could servo as a poat office. 
They could also serve as telegraph sta- 
tions. I think a telegraph line would 
be ])roUtable for aome corporation to 
operate. These posts could also serve as 
railwaj' stations. 

Do you think the question of relieving 
diatresB an important one? 

I do. Until'there is a railroad through 
the country the community must expect 
some destruction by fire or otherwise, 
and these police posts could be of great 
service in helping the people out of the 
country, either in travelling over the ice 
or through the timber. 

I suppose we are to have a.repetition 
next year of what ia.^now occurring? 

There ia no queatipn about that if the 
government do not do something to pre- 
vent it. What the government ehould 
do ia not to allow anyone to come into 
the country either by traila or by water 
unless he is carrying one year's pro- 
visions with him. 1 think it very ioi- 
portant for the government to make thia 
stand. So far aa I am concerned I will 
do all I can to prevent anyone from com- 
ing in unless he has a year's supply with 
him. 

What are your chancea ot getting to 
Dawson this winter? 

The chances are very good, I hope to 
leave here within the next ten ot fifteen 
days. The open water above here at 
Thirty Mile lUver ia apparently delaying 
the dogs which are coming on from 
Seattle to take me. They should be here 
now any day. I cannot say I regret be- 
ing detained here, for I have secured a 
great deal of information tbat I_would 
have been unable to get at Dawson, I 
have met all claaaea and .-conditiphs of 
men going out over the. '^ail and nave 
been able to get from- ttimii a great deal 
of information. ' .'• 

I suppose you do not care to say any 
thing at all aa to what yout policy will 
be regarding the mining repulationa? 

No, not until I have arrived'-at Daw- 
son and have investigated the matter 
thoroughly. ' 

THE THUGS OF SKAGWAY. 

Governor of Alaska Appeals for a DUIttkry 
Force to Keep Tliem in Sub- 
jection. 

Washington, Feb. 18.— Secretary Bliaa 
ia ill receipt of a letter from Governor 
Brady, of Alaska, descriptive of the law- 
less condition of allairs at Skagway and 
Dyea. It was referred to a cabinet meet- 
ing to-day, when Alaskan affairs were 
under discussion, and was considered 
Bufhcient justification by the members 
for the despatch of the additional mili- 
tary force already authorized to be sent 
t) Alaskan territory. 

The following is a copy of the letter: 
"News from Skagway by the ateamer 
now in port is serious. The United 
State.a deputy marshal has been shot 
dsail in the discharge of his duties. An- 
other man waa killed at the same time 
and at tlie eame place. Recently the 
dtcamers bave been carrying great lista 
of passengers; many of them are 
camljlerB, thnga and lewd women from 
the western centres and from the citiea 
of the Coaat. They have taken in the 
situation at Skagway and Dyea, and_ ap- 
pear to have combined to carry thintia 
with ft high hand. The best people at 
these places are powerless because they 
have no municipal form of government. 
The L'nited States marshal ia powerless 
because he can appoint only a few depu- 
ties, and when they undertake to act 
they are singled out as targets by this 
rough element." 

Archbishop Cleary III.

Kotze, president of the supreme court, 
has been diamiaaed and Judge P. Greg- 
orowski, a justice of the criminal bench 
of the court, has been appointed to^suc- 
ceed him. The removal of Judge Kotze 
arises from his protesting against the 
relations between the executive' and 
judiciary in connection - With ''»• law 
passed about a year ago. • " ' ' ■ 

Mr. Kotze has written to P/esident 
Kruger, declaring that he still regards 
himself as chief justice of the supreme 
court of the South African Republic. 
He disputes the President's power ..to 
dismiss liim, and quotes various lawa in 
support of hie contention. President 
Kruger replied to the letter, confirming 
the dismiaeal. 

London, Feb. 18.— A deap' ;h from 
Capetown to the Daily Mail savs that the 
dismissal of Chief Justice Kotze haa 
caused alarm and suspician throughout 
Hoaih Africa, irrespective of political or 
radical feeling, excepting among the 
Hollander clique. The administration 
of justice in the Transvaal is generally 
regarded as having been reduced to. a 
farce. Some peraons contend that the 
suzerain power ought to intervene 
on the ground that the situation is 
dangerous to British interests.

EIGHTS IN ALASKAN WATERS.

London, Feb. 17.— The Parliamentary , 
Secretary for Foreign . Aflairs,^ Hon. ; 
George N. Curzon, in the House of Com- . 
mona to-day, answering a question ' 
as to whether the rights and obliga- 
tiona respecting Alaska, under .all. the- , 
then existing treaties; had been tfahe- 
ferred when the United Statea pur- 
chaaed the country, said that only cer- 
tain articles of the Anglo-Russian treaty 
of 1S29, regardinE the geographical 
limits, were recited in the Ruaao- 
American treaty, under which Alaska 
waa ceded. Article 203 of the treaty of 
Washineton, of 1871, Mr. Curzon aaid, 
provided that the navigation of the 
Yukon, Porcupine and Stikine rivers 
^■as to be free and open to the commerce 
of British aubjects and American citi- 
zena, subject to the laws and legula- 
tions of either country, within ita 
own territory, and not inconsistent with 
the privileges of free navigation. In- 
i|uiriee, he continued, had been made 
by the British Ambassador, as to what 
regulations were beat applicable to the 
navigation of the Stikine river. 

Mr. Michael Davitt, the member for 
South Mayo, asked whether the fact of 
the contemplated supervision referred 
to waa in consequence of the threats 
made by Canada to legislate against 
American interests in the Yukon terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Curzon answered : '• I have heard 
nothing to that ellect." 

Sir l<;iliB Ashmead-Bartlett, the Con- 
servative member for the Ecclesall divi- 
sion of Shellield, asked if steps had been 
taken to deliminate that country. " '

This ia 
intended to enable certain friends of the 
government who have been awarded val- 
uable leases, to pat up the necessary de- 
posit. 

Mr.' Davin called attention to the fact 
that dredging; leases, were being peddled 
around Ottawa. He thought the rov- 
ernment should give everyone a fair 
opportunity of acquiring these lease's. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that anyone 
could procure them who complied with 
the regulations. 

The debate on the railway bill was 
continued by Col. Hughes, Conserva- 
tive, who strongly supported the ar- 
rangement. MesEra. Caegrain and Mc- 
Inerney opposed and Mr. Russell sup- 
ported the bill. 

Sir Charles Tapper asked the govern- 
ment to place on the order paper the 
changes they propose to make in the 
Mann-Mackenzie contract, 88 this would 
facilitate discussiou. 

Mr. Morrison introduced a bill of in- 
corporation of the Lewis River Tramway 
Company. The prctposed incorporators 
mre E. £. Tilton, 01. 0. SHftw and G. 
Ashland. They desire to build tram* 
ways round Mile? canyon and AVhite 
Horse rapids. 

D, C. Corbin is endeavoring to arouse 
public interest in the route from Spo- 
kane to Telegraph Creek via Aahcroft 
and Quesnelle. An active lobby is in 
progress here on behalf of the Kettle 
River Valley railway, of which Mr. Cor- 
bin is the moving spirit. Mr. iiostock 
introduced a bill of incorporation to- 
day. 

The Commons does not propose to ad- 
journ for a week aa stated in some 
papers. Ash Wednesday, however, will 
be a holiday. The Senate to-day ad- 
ioamed to March S. 

L. A.Phillips, of the Alaska Trading 
Company, says that they must purchase 
supplies for the Yukon in the States if 
they cannot take Canadian goods in 
American bottoms without paying duty.

THE BELIEF ESCORT. 

United States Soldiers May Pass Throngh 
Canadian Territory But Not 
Under Arms. 

Wakuington, Feb. IS.— The secretary 
of state has received a communication 
from Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
ambassador here, relating to the passage 
of the United States relief expedition 
throngh Canadian territory en route'to 
the gold regions. Sir Julian says he is 
authorized by the Marquis of Salisbury 
to state that "the Dominion government 
i.re quite willing that United States 
troops that are deatiued for places in 
Alaska beyond the 141 st meridian and 
are considered necessary for the 
protection of the relief expedition while 
in United States territory should pass 
through Canadian territory under the 
same regulations which cavern the pass 
sage of Canadian Mounted Police 
throuirh United States territory, namely 
that the men ehall not be under arms 
and that the arnia and all munitions of 
war shall go through Canadian territory 
as l)og>;at;£!." 

Sir Juliiui adds: "The Dominion 
governiaent at tlie earae time desire to 
niako it clear that they fully appreciate 
the wiah of the United States govern- 
, ment to afford relief, and have forwarded 
inetractiona to the local oihcials to facil- 
itate the expedition in every possible 
way. An escort of Dominion police will 
be furnielied for the expedition during 
' its passage through Canadian territory." 
■ la concluBion be says he will be glad 
. to learn aa early as poasible whether the 
.above arrangement is satisfactory to the 
.United States government, in which 
case he will advise the Marquis of Salia- 
bury and the Governor-General of Can- 
ada. The atate department has accepted 
the terms oCTerOd.

Umim LAW AHBNDMENTS. 

Mr. Carlyle's Suggestion Protested ns Dls- 
eriminating Against Frospectors. 

Kasi.o, Feb. l-l.— (Special)— The most 
largely attended public moetiui: ever 
convened in Ivaslo, was the mass meet- 
ing which was hastily called last Satur- 
day evening to d'scusB the amendment 
proposed by Provincial Mineralogist 
Carlyle to the mining laws. The feature 
to which attack was principally directed 
was that requiring the prospector to do 
his assessment work within 90 days 
after the location of his cLiim. 
The local cause of the ex- 
citement was the publication 
of a letter to Mr. Carlyle, signed by 
eleven citizens, endorsing his course. 
These gentlemen were invited to attend 
the meeting and make known their 
reasons. Only two availed themaelveB of 
the invitation— Mayor McAnn nnd Edi- 
tor ICing of the Ivootenaian. The lead- 
ing speakers against the amendment 
were ex-Mayor Green, President Buchan- 
an of the board of trade, and School 
Trnatee Oarney. Mr. Green thought 
that the amendment had some good 
points, but that the OO-day aBaeaament 
clause condemned it. Mr. Buchanan 
said that Mr. Carlyle aa a government 
servant and Mr. Carlyle aa agent of the 
British America Corporation, at a salary 
of $10,000 per year, were two dilTerent 
men actuated by diCTerent motiveg, and 
that the newneBS of the thought alone 
was sufficient to cause it to be regarded 
with suspicion. ' Mr. Carney thought 
that the proposition was a monstrous 
one, an attack upon the men who have 
made it poeaible for this country to be- 
come whfit it is. 

Mayor McAnn and Editor King both 
defended the amendment, the former 
saying that if studied closely it would 
be found fully aa liberal if not more so 
than the old Ifljif '; and the latter think- 
ing that Mr. Carlyle's official career 
sliould be sufficient guarantee for any- 
thing that he proposed. 

At the GQOClllsion of the meeting the 
following resolution was adopted with- 
out a dissenting vote : 

Resolved that it ia the sense of this 
meeting that the proposed amendment 
of Provinci<il Mineralogist Carlyle, dis- 
criminating against prospectors, be not 
endorsed; and that a petition in remon- 
strance be circulated and forwarded to 
the. legislature and provincial govern- 
ment authorities, notifying tbem to 
tBat effect.

THE ODTFITTING TBADE. 

The Present Conditions Recall Experiences 
ot City merchants in Former " Gold 
Excitements." 

The departure of the Queen which is 
scheduled to sail to-day will once mure 
relieve the pressure on accommodution at 
the city hoteh— not by any means per- 
manently but certainly for a day or so. 
Each of the local caravansaries will con- 
tribute its quota to the passenger Hat oi 
north bound gold seekers taking passage 
by to-day's steamer. From the Occi- 
dental will go a party of SeattelitoB con- 
sisting of H. J. Uiiriatamaen, II. 
Bishop and Otto Seisterman wlio 
leave outfitted here. At the 
same hotel are at present quartered 
parties from each of the following 
places. Lob Angelea, San Francisco, 
Stockton, and Hoaquim, Waah. All of 
these partiea have purchaaed their out- 
fits in Victoria and expreas entire satis- 
faction with the treatment received at 
the hands of local outfitters. 

Thirty-live intending Klondikers are 
at present at the Dominion hotel ; many 
of them will take passage North by the 
Queen, and allot them, after visiting 
Seattle and obtaining prices on outlits, 
came over hero to compare notee, with 
the result that one and all have given 
their orders to Victoria merciiantR. 

While the hotels have about all they 
can do to provide for the demand whieli 
every now and then taxes them to tlio 
utmost, the outhtters are having 
an equally and in some cases even a 
heavier tax on their facilities. Johnson 
street from morning till night is the 
scene of all Ita old time buatle aud hurry. 
Up near Douglas street the two stores of 
y. Williams ifc Co. present a very ani- 
mated scene, recalling the days o[ the 
Cariboo and Cassiar gold exciteiiienta. 
This (irm finding their original preinisca 
iusuflicient to liandle sometime ago 
rented the adjoining building and with 
their great flaring signs make a decidedly 
striking display. A little further 
down the slieet Thomas Bros. 
& Grant have also recently opened 
a branch store and are bout on 
catering to the outfitting trade in a 
thoroughly buBineas-like manner. On 
the lower end of the street, ICriikiue's 
Boot and Shoe Emporium, W. G. Cam- 
eron, the cash clothier ; E. J. Saunder's 
& Co. 's provision store, Gilmore & Mc- 
Candless' clothing and boots and Bhoes 
stores, all have their share of the trade 
of the picturesque IClondikers. 

Asa result of the unusual demand, 
Jlessrs. John Earaman & Co. have now 
under way the erection of an addition to 
their meat curing factory on Wharf 
street, it being iiupoBsiblo with their 
present facilities to keep up with the de- 
mand of even the local ouKittera lot 
aluno tiie orders from other portions 
of the province. In this connection 
Mr. T. II. Andrew, who is at present at 
tho Dominion hotel, is hero w ith the in- 
tention of eatablishing a branch of tho 
firm of G. H. Hammond Co. of Oinalui, 
one of the largeat and beet known llrms 
of meat carerSi

More Will Follow Soou-Victorla 
Cheaper For Uutlittins; Than 
the Golden Gate. 



That the Klondike gold excitement is 
bound to draw greater attention to Brit- 
ish Columbia gold fields aa well is shown 
by the fact that among many of the re- 
cent arrivals there is a diaposition not to 
rush through to Dawaon, but to try their 
luck on the way, prospecting the rich 
and comparatively unexplored regiona 
in the northern part of the province. 
.■Viriong tho many miners who landed 
from the San Francisco steamer yester- 
day morning was a little party com- 
posed of J. M. Hitchings, E. C. Harring- 
ton and H. Anderson, who may 
be described as the vanguard of 
Southern miners for the Omineca. 
Instead of rushing for Dawaon they will 
go in by way of the Naaa to Hazleton 
and try their luck in prospecting the 
Ofliineca, gradually working their way 
iwrth. It is understood that a Urge 
party of between 80 and 10 men is being 
formed ia San Francisco with the same 
object of going to the Omineca. 

One reason Mr. Hitching gives for hla 
party going that way is that they will 
have what is comparatively speaking a 
virgin gold country to prospect in with- 
out going so far away aa the Yukon, and 
also with the adVRQtagea of a milder 
climate. 

We bought our clothing down there in 
San Francisco, said Mr. Hitchings, who 
is a New Yorker, " Ijecauso they lied to 
us about there' being no duty to pay on 
our outfits. Now I find when I come up 
here that wo could have saved a lot of 
money by buying in Victoria. They 
don't keep a good class of the outfittiDg 
goods in San Francisco either. I blame 
your people for our troubles. Why do 
not you have a bureau of informa- 
tion down in San Francisco to lot 
people know the truth about Victoria ; 
that American goods have to pay dutiea, 
and that in woollen goods you can give a 
better class of goods far cheaper than 
such could sell in San Francisco, 
made for San Francisco because it ia a 
kind of centre for rninerav,down there, 
and I naturally SlipposedT would get the 
proper information there. Now I find 
that they did us up, telling us there was 
no duty and that they^ could sell us 
cheaper than in Victoria. Why, 
wanted to buy a mackinr.w shirt 
from a man in 'Frisco, and i;e had only 
sizes 100 large for me. He promised 
to get me a smaller one and in a few 
hours sent one round to my boarding' 
house. I did not think of trying it on 
till this evening, and tlien I found it was 
the very shirt I had tried on in his store 
and found too big. That is one way 
they did me up besides telling me un- 
truths about outfitting." 

Mr. Hitchings and his companions are 
at the Occidental with a number of other 
Californiana bound for the North. 

Like many more of the com- 
mon-sense, fair-minded claaa of Am- 
ericana, he condemns strongly 
the unfair tactics that have 
been pursued by the States ngainat 
Canada, aud remarked that as the gold 
mines were in Canada and Americans 
were allowed to mine on tho same terms 
as Canadians, it was only right that 
Canada should do tho trade of outlitting 
without having unfair means used 
against her. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

No Amendments to tlie Education Act— To 
Represent the Oblates— £mbezzler 
Returning. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 18.— (Special) — The 
Free Press eaya : " The telegraphic re- 
port from (3ttawa to the efTect that Hon. 
D. H. McMillan and Dr. Bryce had 
agreed to adopt certain L'rench text 
books selected by Mgr. Lr.ngevin for use 
in tho Manitoba schools, might lead to 
tho impressian that il is the intention of 
the local governrnunt to introducB some 
amendments to the Educational ;\ct. It 
may bo stated positively that there will 
be no legislation of importance in con- 
nection with that law at tho forthcoming 
aesaion of the legislature. Some amend- 
ments of a minor nature, that will not 
afl'ect the principle of the law, may 
however come up. The selection of 
text books is a matter that comes wholly 
within the powers of the advisory board. 

Rev. Father Hugouard was elected by 
thu Oblate Fathers of St. Boniface dio- 
cese to-day to represent the order at the 
election of a supreme general to be held 
in Taris in May.

Soma sago hn.s ob.servod, and tho 
inakcr.s of copy books have recorded tho 
observation, that "trifles muko the .sum 
of huniau things." Like most copy hooic 
maxims, this remark ia faithfully cor- 
rect, and, ill addition to their maldn:- 
tho sum of liuniau things, trille.s havo 
very often changed also the whole 
course of human lives.

A young and clever solicitor who 
was making rapid headway in his pro- 
ff.'-sion wu.s asked by a friend who dab- 
bit d !ii amateur theatricals to attend 
one evening a performance given by a 
club of ■svhirii the .said friend v.'a.s a 
promineut uioniber.

Tho collecting of postage stamps and 
the preservation of tho same as curiosi- 
ties began immediately after tho issue 
of the Mulrcndy envelopes and tho 
1840 penny black and twopence blue 
adhesives. Tho first published notice of 
such ooUeoting ia said to have' appeared 
in Punch in 1641. 

The first govcrnmont to follow the 
e.'iainplo of Great Britain was that of 
Brazil, which issued the largo figure 
stamps in 18-lli. Other'couutriea slowly 
followed, until tho growth of commerce, 
made possibhi by railroails and ocean 
steamers, and the cn!ise(iupnt increased 
domestic and foreign correspondence, 
cau .Ml most of the other governments 
to introduce tho sumo system of prepay- 
ment by stamps early in tho fifties. As 
the number of different stamps increas- 
ed more and more persons hecame inter- 
ested in obtaining copies of tho differ- 
ent varieties, but probably tho most efli- 
cient agent in stimulating curiosity and 
ovcntutilly collecting was the appear- 
nuoo of tho triangular Capo of Good 
Hope st:;iiips in 18.0;!. Tho shape was ho 
odd and the design so beautiful that, 
.).,dging by present prices, it wo;'.ld 
seem as if almost ov< ry i-opy used was 
savi il. Ko lino v,-ho idlK'ijted stamps as 
curiu.sitios was sati.'ified -until lio had 
Olio or more of these handsome postal 
label.-s 

As tiiiio v.-eiit on boys and girls be- 
caiuo inlirested in stamps, and a rival- 
ry began as to who could make up a 
collection of tho greatest number of va- 
rieties, iMany of tho boys could got a 
largo uumber of t!ie stamps of one or 
more foreign countries, aud by trading 
tlicsu with Olio another could increase 
their collections iiiaterially. The usual 
basis fin- such trading was stain]) for 
stani]), and thus many rare stamps wont 
into tho hands of children who had no 
idea tis to their future value.

Bcavrccd nnd Amber. 

Tlio niiiin source cf tlio amber supply 
is till) see.coast of the JJaltic ociMii. It, is 
fossil gum, originally tho exurlatiou of 
a species of conifer now extinct. This 
gi'ew .in luxuriant profusion hundreds 
of thousands of yeurs ago on tin' iiiarsliy 
coasts of iiorthoru Kuropo, when the 
ciimato was much wanner than it is to- 
day. Tho' natural history of amber is 
thus explained. The immense forests of 
amber pine underwent their natural 
dov.-nfall aud decay. Tho resin of the 
wood accumulated iu large quantities 
iu bogs anil ])onds and iu the soil of the 
forest. Where the coast was slowly sink- 
ing, the sea by and by covered the land, 
and the umber, which had been gradu- 
ally hardening, was at last deposited ;u 
the ocean bottom. Lut iu higher regions 
tho pine continued to flourish, and so 
tunljer would still cent iuue to bo washed 
down to the shore and deposited in the 
later formed green sand, aud tho si ill

MAJOR WALSH'S INTERVIEW. 

We print to-day an interview with 
Slajor Walsh. This ia the first time 
when the opinions of this officer in re- 
gard to Yukon routes have been made 
public. What he says will be read with 
the greateet interest. 

Uia views on the queitionof rontea ara 
o£ atmoflt importance. With exceptional 
opportanities for formintt an opinion, he 
declares in the most emphatic way in 
i.ivor of that ria the Stikine. This ia in 
accord with the position taken by the 
CoLONi.sTand sustained by public opin- 
ion in Victoria and for that matter every- 
where else in Britiah Colnmbia. It ia 
unnecessary to repeat the argamenta or 
do more than direct attention to the 
Btrong opiniona expresaed by Major 
Walah. What he says gives the atrongeat 
possible support to a vigorous eilbrt to 
secure railway connection with the in- 
terior at the earliest poaaible day. 

We direct special attention to what he 
'saya about the necessity of making some 
regulation aa to the amount of anppliea 
that each person ought to be required to 
take into the Yukon. The Major thinka 
the lowest limit ought to be a year's 
supply. We see some ground of objec- 
tion to thia, namely, that it would force a 
peraon who was going in only for a abort 
-time to take very much more food with 
him than he required. The expenae o. 
ithe purchase would not matter ver;' 
much, because when he wanted (o com; 
•out he could easily get more for tlio sur- 
plus than it cost in the first place; but 
th0 outlay for and trouble of transpor- 
tation would be serioua mattera. In 
•view of the construction of the railway 
to Teslin Lake, the proposed rule would 
eaem to be hardly necessary. Major 
Walsh was not aware of the plana for 
the conetruction of thia line when he 
gave the interview. 

UNEXPECTED TESTIMONY, 

Among the visitors to Victoria yester- 
day waa Mr. Thomas H. Andrew, repre- 
senting the G. H. Hammond Company, 
of Omaha, one of the greatest packing 
houses in the world. Mr. Andrew cair.o 
iiere to make ob.°ervationB preliminary 
to the opening of a ijranch iiouse. He 
s.iya that his company, after looking the 
whole situation over, have concluded 
that the outlitting for the Yukon must 
be done in British Columbia, and that 
Victoria is the beat point at which to 
open business. Aa this firm has already 
;v Uirge branch liiuee in Seattle, it may 
be taken for yruntail that they know the 
situation as well us anyone can. Their 
testimony ia of the very higlieat value. 

In thia connection we may mention 
that every day brings new proof that we 
,ar6 only at the beginning of groat busi- 
ness prosperity, and that, aa the weeka 
niisp, Victoria vill j;et an increasing 
L'kare oE the Ui-bound business. 
Nearly every American who comea here 
Kontlfl Ijack word to hia frienda favorable 
t.j the city. Thia haa already told in 
favor of the city, and will tell moie, 
.'The only difficul y after a few weeka will 
,be to attend to the busineaa that will 
oiler, but our muichanta will prove equal

FRANCEs 'wiLLARD. ■ 

The death of Frances Willarci removes 
from the public field one of the most de- 
voted workers in the cause of social le- 
form. Her life haa for nearly a quarter 
of a century been devoted to the propa- 
gation of - the principles of total absti- 
nence, although of more recent years 
she baa aaaociated other aocial reforma 
with her temperance work. -That she 
haa done a vast amount of good must be 
conceded. Her name will ro down to 
posterity as that of one of the most en- 
ergetic and public-spirited of reformers. 
We think it can be said of her, as of very 
few others in these latter and money- 
getting daya,that ahe labored far more for 
the sake of those whom she could bene- 
fit than for any pencuniary advantage 
that might rccrue to herself. Indeed, 
with her talents and education and the 
world-wide reputation which she 
achieved, she : ight rj-"ily have se 
cured a position t would have en 
tailed little labor and given her a very 
high salary. She c'loae iho fiald of re- 
form work, and this every one knows is 
more fruitful In labor and disappoint- 
ment than in pecuniary advantage. 

As a public speaker Miss Willard vi aa 
effective, and at times eloquent; but 
withal very unaaauming. It waa a plea- 
sure to liaton to her, and thoae who 
heard her could hardly fail to be deeply 
impreased with her sincerity. She leaves 
behind her a savory memory. Hhe ex- 
hibited what an earnest woman can do 
in the way of advr.ncin:;; the best in- 
terests of humanity. There will be no 
feeling anywhere except of regret at her 
death. Her place will bo a difficult ona 
to fill.

MISS WILLAIIU DEAD. 

Leader of tlie Women's Temperance Move- 
ment Closes a Busy Career. 

Nkw York, Feb. IS.— Miss Frances E. 
Willard, president of the World's and 
National Women's Christian Temper- 
ance TJnion,whq bad been sufTering from 
an attack of influenza with gastric com- 
plications, died shortly after midnight 
last night at the Hotel Empire, this city. 
At the bedside of Mias Willard at the 
time of her death were her nieces, Mrs.

retary, and Dr. Alfred K. Hill. Misa 
Willard had been ill about three weeks. 
She had the beat medical care and treat- 
ment that could be' given, but in spite of 
all ellbrta grew worse gradually, until 
her demise last night. 

Frances Elizabeth Willard was born nt 
Churehville, N.Y., September 28,1839, 
graduated from the Northwestern Fe- 
male College at Evanston, III., in 1859, 
became pro(ess6r of natural science 
there in 1863, and waa principal of the 
Genessee Wesleyan Seminary in 1S6G- 
1807. The following two yeara ahe spent 
in foreign travel, giving part of the time 
to study in Paris and eontributing to 
periodicals. In 1S71, and up to 1874, she 
was profecBor of aesthetics at the North- 
western University and dean of iho 
Women's College, where ahe developed 
her system of self-government, which 
has been adopted by other educators. 
Mies Willard left the profession in 1S8J 
to identify herself with t he W.C.T.U. 
On the death of hor brother, Oliver A. 
Willard, in 1870. she succeeded him aa 
editor of the Chicago Evening Post. 
Since 1882 she has been a member of the 
executive committee of the Prohihition 
party. In 1886 she accepted the leader- 
ship of the White Cross movement, and 
L:.r own unions, whicli obtained through 
her influence enactments in twelve 
states for the protnctiur of women.

VICTOEIA llAKBOJi. 

Main Features of the Scheme Which Has 
Found Favor at Ottawa. 

The announcement in a despatch from 
theCoioNTST correaponderit at Ottawa 
that the Victoria harbor improvement 
scheme is commended by the chiet en- 
gineer of the public works department, 
revived local intereat in the great en- 
terprise of which Mr, T. C. Sorby baa 
been the energetic promoter, and the 
subject was much dlscuSBed yesterday. 
The department baa been supplied by 
Mr. Sorby with very complete plana of 
hie proposal. 

The broad principle conaista of the re- 
moval of all rocka and obatructions in 
the basin of the harbor to a depth 
throughout of 30 feet at low water and 
throwing the waste material ont on 
either side, reclaiming: about 100 ncreaof 
land faced with stone walls of moat 
masaivo eonstraction. 

The visible water area is to be reduced, 
but the ell'ective area for shipping pur 
poses will be about 25 times greater tlmn 
at present, and accessible at all states of 
the tide and weather to the largest 
merchant ship afloat, which can berth 
at any point along the 3!4 miles of new 
wharfage. 

Tci secure all water rights and landing 
dues, all the properties abutting on the 
water front will be purchased under 
arbitration. There are 98 different prop- 
erties, aome consisting of several lota, of 
these 70 are at the present time pro- 
ducing revenue. The estimated amount 
to be paid for purchase is :fl,710,S-l(i, and 
the estimated receipts, after deducting 
15 per cent, for discount, together with 
the landing cjuea, as ascertained in 18!)5, 
amount to .$164,77-1 net. The whole of 
this property would be purchaseil at 
once, and the whole revenue from these 
L-ourcea be available from the date of 
purchase as an actual going concern. 

The works of improvement would ex- 
tend over a period of four years, though 
the actual closing of the harbor would 
not exceed one year (the second from 
commencement), then the expenditure 
would be progressive and the amount 
pay able, in interest gradually inojreaaed 
until the fifth year, when the total an- 
nual liability for interest, maintenance, 
management, rates and twees would 
amount to $187,724. The revenue 
from existing sources would be $164,774, 
to which has to be added .$30,000 Do- 
minion grant (which at once overbal- 
ancea the liability), the probable income 
from the new wharves, reclaimed 
land and purchased land now 
vacant, the probable increase in trade 
and consequent rise in valuea, which 
would be enhanced by the railway de- 
velopments (part of the scheme) to an 
extent difficult to estimate, but, taking 
the moat pessimistic view, considerably 
in excess of all possible liabilities. 

The probable total expenditure during 
the flVe years will be five million dol- 
lars, of which four.and three-<iuartors 
would b'e'loan, the balance Would be ap- 
plied Burplne revenue expended on capi' 
tal account. Tbe loaii can now be taken 
up at par at under, three and a (juarter 
per cent., on condition that the city 
guarantees the interest and, repayment 
of principal in fifty years, -.the harbor 
aasume the liability for James Bay 
bridge, Johnson street bascule bridge. 
Rock iiay bridge and Point lilllice bridge, 
thus relieving the ratepayers of a direct 
extra taxation of over $12,000 ner an- 
num which otherwise wPv'ilil have to be 
met. 

Tiiia would then be the fineatand best 
appointed harbor on the North Pacific 
coast, in the most commanding position 
to secure trade, towards which numeiona 
railways would quickly focus and lead 
up to developments and an era of proii- 
perity'difficaltr to estimate.

The Pacific Coaat Steamship Company 
through the wreck of the steamer Corona, 
have incurred what seems to be an end- 
less amount of litigation, and if stories 
in circulation yesterday have any-fonn- 
dation the fight will be principally be- 
tween them and a syndicate that is now 
seeking to buy up on fifty per cent, dis- 
count all claims for damages that are 
likely to be entered against tlio com- 
pany. By some of the late steamers ar- 
riving from the.north news was brought 
that a few capitalists at Skagway have 
combined to buy up all these claims at 
the rate mentioned, while on the other 
band it is stated some San Francis- 
cans are doing the same thing. 
It is certain, however, that 
all claims cannot be bought np at a dis- 
count, and one in particular will be that 
of Jir, Matthewman, of Ottawa, who, with 
a party of four, was among the ship- 
wrecked ones on the Coiona, and who 
through the accident lost tlio wliolo of 
their supplies. Dr. Matthjv/r.ian is back 
in the city again, and that ho api)rcci- 
' ated the treatment accorded him in out- 
fitting by R. P. Rithot & Co. it, shown 
by the fact that he ia again doing busi- 
ness with the same firm. He ia leaving 
on the Farallon to-day or to-morrow, 
and although intending going through to 
the Yukon, will return here in the 
fall, lie has taken proceedings against 
the agents of the Pacific Coaat Steam- 
ship Co. for the loss he suatained through 
the Corona's miahap, and has retained 
an attorney to fight bis case out in a 
Canadian court, believing that justice is 
more likely to be received 'under the 
British flag than under the stars and 
stripes. The Doctor claimB that .for two 
hours and more after the- Corona first 
struck there was a chance for him to get 
a great deal of his supplies ashore. Hie 
canoep were on deck, nnd with them he 
could_ have done much eli'ectivo work; 
bat, instead, ho was reminded by the 
captain of the ship that liia place wfia 
ashore. The amount of daniagee which 
Dr, Matthewman will claim is not known 
at present, but he vows that he will 
have justice at any price. 

Dr. Matthewman when seen last even- 
ing said that $3,000 would not begin to 
cover the expense he has been put to 
through the wreck, and not a cent of 
that amount has been refunded to him. 
" It was 7 :15 on Sunday morning, Jan. 
22, when the Corona struck," lie said, 
" and the morning was clear and light, 
and not a bit of fog was to be seen. 
When our party saw that the ship was 
stranded, one of our number waited 
upon the captain to see if we could not 
make use of the four canoes belonging to 
uB on deck to take our personal baggage 
ashore. There was plenty of time before 
the ship sank to do this work, but the 
captain's answer was ' No, we will look 
after that; your place is aahore.' We 
were taken ashore, and had the aatiafac- 
tion of seeing our canoes used for a 
different purpose,, one of them being 
broken in the work. We remained on 
the island until Thursday evening and 
were told that we should take the first 
boat calling, going north or south. About

Trowbridge informed us that our cou- 
trast with the company ceased when the 
Corona was wrecked. Wo afterwards saw 
Capt. Goodall, the manager of the [com- 
panv, who toM us practically the 
same thing. We then instructed 
Mr. Henderson, a barrister at precaut of 
Aahcroft, who I know personally, to take 
our case in hand and institute iirocued- 
ings for damages aszainst tlie compiiny. 
He accordingly served the olliceg of tlio 
companv l^ero, in Seattle nnd b:'.u ! 'r:'.n- 
cisco with notices of the Hiiit and in re- 
ply we hav'e got word that the comjiany 
was iu no way liable for our loas.aud re 
ferring us also to some cUurfca in the 
United States law governing Kuch cases. 
Our case, however, which ! think ia 
a good one, will not Inwe any- 
thing to do with the American courts. 
Our contract was made _>^dth the com- 
pany in Canadian territory aud the abip 
was wrecked in British waters, so there- 
fore our ease will be fought" here. 

"As for the report of a combine buyipg 
UD the Corona's passengers, claims, one 
of our number heard an Examiner man 
Bay on the island after we were landed 
that his paper would tp-kf over all claims 
on commiesion. Since I arrived here I 
received a letter from one of the two 
of our paity who were on the Oregon, 
saying that in SkaG;vvay some parties 
were oflering 50 ceuta uu tho dollar for 
these claims.

Contrary to general oxpectationB, the 
debate on the epeech from the throne 
was not concluded in the local leKiBlatnre

Huor simply to move the adjournment of 
the c|neBtion. The business of the day 
was taken in hand at the usual hour,

On the question of privileco, 
iVIr, Sword, followed by Mr. William 
.(Vancouver) and the leader of the oppo- 
<aition, charged the government with un 
necessary delay in the presentation of 
answers to questions asked by the oppo- 
sition during the week, and which the 
ministers had assured the house would 
be replied to as .soon aa the information 
-sought could be prepared. 

Mr. Forster complained ot difficulty in 
the organization of the public accounts 
committee, owing to the absence of one 
member. He was informed by the 
^^Deaker that, a quorum of the commit- 
tee being available, he might properly 
proceed with the work of orRanization. 

DEn-*,TING"TnE SPEECIt, 

Mr. Sword (Dawdney), resuming the 
discuBsion of tho speech of His Honor, 
held that in other matters than the 
Tiionipsou inquest the department pre- 
Miiled over by tho Attorney-General had 
been imperfectly informed and tho in- 
terests of justice had in consequence 
been improperly protected. The Attor- 
ney-(iencral, it had been promised by 
the Premier, would explain the position 
of the Alien Labor bill of last eesoion 
which had not been put in force, and 
also have aomethiiig to say regarding 
tiie Coal Minea RciiuhUion act. Ho 
n!';iet,te(l that these cxplanntiona had 
no: vcl bean irivon, and also ex[)re3ied 
hinisVit .'la didwlistied v.'it.'i tho A ttorney- 
GeuL'ral'u luisv.-or to liia interrogation 
rei^anli.-ig application to the L'livy (Joun- 
eii for Umvo to appeal from liie judgment 
of tlie Full court in Madden va. Nelson 

Fort Sheppard Railway. Hon. Mr. 
EbertB had answered: " The government 
is not aware that the piaintifTs have 
made any application to the Privy Coun- 
cil for leave to appeal. Tho government 
intervened for the purpose of making 
such an application to the Full court, 
imt, tlioaamo was refused, and tho ad- 
visability of applying for epecial leave to 
the Privy Council is liow under con- 
sideration.'' 

Hon. Mr. ]-:bertB thought this answer 
was all that could have been asked for. 
Tho maniber for Dewduey bail accept- 
ed it. 

Mr, S.vord next proceeded to diacuss 
the land allotment to the Xolaon & Fort 
Sheppard railway, tho tenor oi liis re- 
marks beinir that opinions dilleriid in 
reference to Che land beiDg granted as 
authorized by the statute, there being a 
possibility that the chief coniniiasionor 
had, in tfiia inatance, been injudicioualy 
advised. Dual' franehisos to railway 
compBDies, from tho Djminioii and pro- 
vincial govenmients ; water rights and 
charges therefor; provincial supple- 
menting of the aalariesof jadjjea; timber 
Hcalijig and fees, were touched 
upon aud the member for 
Dawdney outlined his views on 
what a rediatribution meaaure at the 
present time should be— tho adoption of 
a general principle with tho right to al- 
ter or amend the number and location ot 
representatives according to this prin- 
ciple from time to time as might be re- 
quired. If theforshadowed nieaRiiro was 
nnvthing in this direction, ho promiseil 
it should receive his support, That tho 
e'timates would be prrssnted early m 
t le aeaaiou ha aleo endorsed aa highly 



satisfactory ,while expressing tho opinion 
that^ the restribution measure abould 
precede the consideration of appropria^ 
tions for the oomlng year. The member 

was proceeding to tho reference made by 
the member for Comox to the Glenora- 
Tealin railway when that member urged 
that he speak louder. 

"I can't hear a word the honorable 
member is saying," said the member for 
Comox. " He may he satisfied if he can 
hear himself speaking, but when he 
conies to discussing me I should like to 
know what is going on." 

Mr. Sword proceeded in a louder tone 
to declare that while he considered the 
Yukon railway in question a desirable 
and important road, he thought that it 
had already received sufhciont aid, and 
tho government would not be justified 
in carrying out the implied promiso ol 
the speech in this regard. He repudiated 
thatheat leastof thooppositionmembers 
was controlled by any political machine 
working in eympathy with the Ottawa 
government, and from thia paased to a 
general consideration, of the relations of 
Provincial, Dominion and Imperisl par- 
ties and politics. It was a significant 
fact, be held, that all members of the 
government aide who had spoken this 
year had some fault to find with their 
leaders, the member for Comox hitting 
the liardeet of all when he said that ho 
would not lend his support to the rail- 
way lesiislation ontiincd in the sjieech. 

Mr. Hunter— I did not say so. 

Mr. Sword maintained tliat thia infer- 
ence was to be taken, and concluded by 
hoping that the member would be aa 
good as his word. 

Mr. Booth (North Victoria), iu suppor- 
ting the resolution for reply, congratu- 
lated to mover and seconder, and also 
paid his respects to the new buildinga, 
the' beat feature iu connection witli 
which that no branch of scandal had 
touched anyone identified with their 
erection. Aa to the oppoaition ayatem, 
it appeared that the old-time cry of the 
country being on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy bad at last been abandoned, the 
membero on the other side now conten- 
ting themoelvea with the surly assertion 
that oven if the province was prosperous, 
the government was entitled to no credit 
for having contributed to thia prosperity 
which could not bo denied. Tho govern- 
ment had been freely blamed by these 
aame members lieretofore for reckless 
expenditure, borrowing money for the 
opening up of the country, in which the 
government though not the opposition 
had had conlid.ence— audiiow wLsn pros 
perity had come, in great measure 
as the result of thia liberal policy, the 
oppoaition lacked: the necessary manli' 
nees to admit that they bad been wrong 
The member for Kootenay had aaked 
wherein the Crow's Nest railway would 
benefit British Columbia, and he would 
reply, in the securing of cheap coke for 
the mines of Kootenay district, in tho 
making of that district more accessible, 
and in tho development of a rich agri- 
cultural as well as mining section. With 
reference to tho Glenora-Teslin railway 
matter, the member for Comox had 
been misrepresented. He had not en- 
tered upon a general condemnation of 
that road, but said that if the 
Cassiar Central arrangement was 
bad — as assorted by members of 
tho opposition — how much worse the 
deal made by the Dominion authorities 
in reference to thia other Yukon road. 
As a matter of fact, he (Mr. Booth) 
looked upon the Cassiar Central deal as 
one of the most advantageous ever con- 
summated by the province, no respon- 
sibility being involved, while a revenue 
of one and a half percent, would be made 
returnable from all minerals brought to 
market throunh the building of tho pro- 
posed road. As to the Yukon road, he 
agreed with the member that if the only 
point at issue was the encouragement of 
a northern road, the province had done 
enough. Time was, however, essentia 
here, especially so in connection with the 
rush to the Jvlondike. The situation in 
the far North had this ee.ason given 
two governments serious reflection, and 
it was no argument to say that if an 
army of lunatics rushed off to the north 
pole the government was clear of re- 
sponsibility should they perish of star- 
vation. With the greatly augmented 
population in the north next year the 
food situation would bo an even more 
serious problem, and, as tho doors of 
ingresi, could not be shut upon the north 
hound throng, it waa imperative that 
the governments should do all in tiieir 
power to obtain conmiunication with tho 
far distant country in order that loss of 
life sliould not occur v/hich human fore- 
thought might have prevented. In this 
railway matter the province was in the 
position of a junior i)artner, tho Domin- 
ion being head of the firm, and if tho 
scheme was wrecked those who 
wrecked it must bo held responsi- 
ble for tho full consequences. As 
to redistribution, he regretted that the 
opposition members had not been more 
specific and said what they would con- 
sider " a fair and equitable measure." 
1 f population alone were to be taken into 
account, it would be well to bear in mind 
that only a short time ago, acting on 
tliia principle, Victoria controlled the 
entire province, as iu tho capital was to 
be found tho great proportion of the 
population, the rest of British Columbia 
being little more than a geographical 
expression. It would be time enough to 
give representation based on pojiulation 
only or primarily wlien tlie i)rovince had 
settled down and population had become 
a fixed fai_;tor, which it certainly wasnot at 
tho present time. The ijuestion he waa 
sure had received, and would receive, 
the earnest consideration of the govern- 
ment — he hoped that tho members of 
the opposition would also treat it in a 
manner creditable to their interest in 
the country's welfare, and not simply as 
a party question to be turned to political 
account. (Applause.) 

Mr. Kellie (North AVcstKootenay). con- 
tinuing tho debate, said that if tho 
memljer for North Victoria wanted a 
dolinition of fair distribution, ho would 
give it — a man in Kootenay is as good as 
a man iu North Victoria or in Cowichan, 
and should be accorded the same rights 
and privileges. Jvootsnay to-day was 
the most important as well as most 
populous section of the province, and 
the books of the province would 
show Kuoteoay had contributed over 
$300,000 to the revenue last vear, while 
over $200,000 «f thia had been taken out 
of tbe'diatriotinatead of being returned 
to those who had contributed it in 
roads and other works by which IJio dis- 
trict might be made yet uio>-o produc- 
tive aud jirosporous. Although the ac- 
isounla had been "cooked" ti; conceal 
iCootenay's return in tirabrjr dues, 
(laughter), they still were ample evi- 
dence that his district had dqne morn 
for the province than an oih 



taxed five dollara for the privilege of 
working in the matalliferoiia mines 
w'tiile the minera of Napaimo, Welling- 
ton and Union paid nothioK? The 
public accounts were cited as to Nanai- 
mo's contribution to the provincial 
revenue, and also the coat of school 
maintenance in the Coal City, the mem- 
ber for Kootenay arguiag that the peo- 
ple of Kootenay were being made un- 
fairly to pay for tho education of the 
children ;;of Nanaimoitea, and that the 
government should not allow municipal- 
ities by incorporation to ahutofl' the pro- 
vincial revenue and at the same time 
contribute to the cootof education in the 
municipalities in question. With refer- 
ence to public works hi Kootenay, tho 
district had been fairly and liberally 
treated bv the governmenta of the late 
John liobsou and the present 
Chief Justice of the province, tho 
adminiatratlona of these gentlemen be- 
ing credited with having wisely initiat- 
ed and carried out public works that had 
produced Kootenay'a proaperity. The 
member pomted to tho record of these 
previous administrations as an object 
lesson to the present government. With 
regard to tho parliament buildings, he 
had voted for them and was proud of the 
completed structure, wiiilo at the same 
time he held thai tho old legislative hall 
should have been burned to the ground 
instead of being converted into a depart- 
ent of mines, which raitrht have been 
accoiumodalcd in t'ao spacious new build- 
ings. Jio regretted to seo the old shell 
boiug preserved and made snitahle for 
further service — at tlie cost of the peo- 
ple of Kootenay. (Laughter.) The pro- 
tection of tlio river bauka at Revelatoke 
was a subject that he liad given very 
much attention to, uriting for years that 
something be done. Now that the gov- 
ernment "had decided to wait no longer 
for the Dominion authorities, and had 
sent an enetneer to make temporary 
arrangements for the preservation of the 
town, ho was etill dissatlefied, holding 
that the province should have volun- 
teered to pay more than one-third of the 
coat of the necessary works. The action 
that had been taken he also sneered at 
as for election purposes only. The 
administration of the minisler of educa- 
tion's department ho did not coneider 
in the best intereefc o[ the public, and 
referring to Mr. Booth'a remarks on the 
Yukon railway propoaition, maintained 
ttiat "thia house should not render iit- 
sistance to a railway that waa a disgrace 
to the PominioB government." if this 
road 61: ftuy road i^to tbe Yiikgii wag a 
matter of emergency, as the member .'or 
North Victoria had intimated, let the 
Dominion government put their bands 
in their pockets and build it as a public 
road, conserving the richi mineral lamls, 
sought to be giveti to a private corporg- 
tion, to the people of Canada — nor aek 
the residenta of Kooteuay to give their 
money for this road that would be ot no 
benefit to them. Ho did not wish In 
speak diareapectfully ol the Govj-nor's 
speech, but what was it after all but 
barebones — a mere akeloton poaEes.^ing 
no interest or value when sifted. Why, 
he asked, did not the government brin;; 
down legislation of a standard propor- 
tionate to the importance of the limes 
and tho province. Redistribution was, 
indeed, the only important detail of the 
programme, and from the remarks of 
members and supporters of the govern- 
ment it waa to be gathered that oven 
thia waa to bo a patchwork and UDsalis- 
factory to anyone. He claimed that 
British Columbia had nriived at that 
period in its history when it was ready 
lor a thorough rediatribution measure, 
not a partial one. As for Kootenay, 
Kootenay did not object to paying its 
full share to tho coat of running the 
country, but tho mineraof his diatrictdid 
object to being taxed for tho benefit oi 
other parts of the province, while the 
miners of Nanaimo and Wellington, 
where the coal barons had their home, 
reaped the benefits without charint: in 
the taxation. He had ascertained that 
last year 2,781 adults were employed in 
the coal minea of Vancouver island, yet 
none of theas took " five dollara out of 
his jeans for a miner's license, as the 
men who worked in the metalliferous 
minea of Kootenay had to, not even the 
Ohineae and Japanese coal miners" — if 
theae Vancouver island miners had been 
in Kootenay " they would have had to 
dig up no Idrb than $1.'! 020 out of their 
jeans, and thea see the money taken 
out of the district to be spent for people 
they had nothing to do with." it was all 
very well for raonibers of the liouae to 
talk — " shooting ofl'tiioir moutlis would 
notchaniju the facte." As to the collsctioii 
of revenue from the coal barons theni- 
Bclvee, he did not see anylhing about it 
in the public uecnniitH. Perhaps the 
member for South XiUuiiiiio could give 
some information on the subject. 
J)r. Walkem— I will that, me boy. 
IMr. Kellie continncd that be could 
find nothing to satisfy him in the public 
accounts in reference to the personal 
property and other kindred taxes; per- 
liaps thia waa bec.iuific ho was lacking in 
educatiiui, and if so tlio memlier for 
South i\anaiiiio might be able to iiasifit 
him. Tlie govurnnicnt of Britiali Colum- 
bia had •■waetud ttie BuijBtance of the 
people ot ivootenay in riotous living," and 
as a result the people would very shortly 
"consign that crovernnient to political 
perdition." With refereuca to thin 
^'ukon railway, he could never support 
any proposition to give away ;;,7'")O,0l)l) 
acres of the beet mineral land in tho 
country — any niember wt'odid ahould be 
aabamed of himaelf. (Jjniimiiug, ho 
lo-jk excejition to every item in His 
Honor's speech from the preface 
to the finale, l;iiOO,000 taken out of 
Kootenay being, the refrain run- 
ning through tlio entire address. Re- 
verting to redistribution once more, 
he belli that a man in ICootenny waa 
juat aa good aa a man nnywhcro olae — • 
tiia money appeared to be just as irood 
anyway. Taking the public. accnunta of 
revenue collected — as he eaid " cookeii 
by government book-keo|)ing processes " 
— he argued that if reprcsuutation was 
to be governed by revenue producing 
capacity, Kootenay should have lilty- 
two members in the new arrangement 
of seats. (Laughter).' The government, 
he noticed, propopod to give increaeBcl 
attention to agriculture, and capecially 
dairying — he waa afraid this 
meant nothing moro than milking tho 
Kootenay cow— and he objected, until 
anch'time as the cow received more hay. 
(Renewed laughter.) He would shako 
bands, metaphoriqtlly, with the member 
for Comox on Me stand with reitard to 
tho Yukon railway, hoping that when 
tho time caino for "tho Premier to order 
thumbs up, that member would have 
backbone enough to decline. As to the 
Nelson Fort Sheppard railway grant, 
ho maintained that; grave abuaes had

Tiie metallifer 
ouB mines'of Kootenay wore tnxed on 
their outpafc ""only, wheireaa the coal 
ininep of Vancouver ioltind were rcquireii 
to pay three-fittha of one per cent, on 
the vflluo of thu miiieH iimJ iiiiiiiiij> 
plante, a very difl'erent propoeititni 
indeed. Capital was here iuvesi- 
ed which tho province realized 
rt revenue upon wJiether the 
eoal induDtry thrived or declined, 
ita eonditious being wholly dependent 
upon the .San Francisco njarket, in re- 
gard to which the mine owners cotild do 
notliinj;. There was nuotlier point tliat 
tho tnemher lor ICooteuuy had overlook- 
ed, this heing that whereas the iniiiera 
of Vancouver island paid their per capita 
tax as did also the Kootenay miners, the 
latter were not, like the' Xanaitno men, 
residents of the country and taxpayers 
ai the owners of their hooiea or 
tenants, taking their Inll. share iu 
the responaibllities of the conn- 
try. The dangers q{ the coal miner's 
life were also infinitely greater than 
were those attending the working of the 
metalliferouB mines of Koolenny, aud 
taking all these things into consider- 
ation, he held that to irnpoae the five 
dollars miners' license on the workers in 
coal mines would be neither just no' e.K- 
pedient. With the addiesa as a whole, 
the member for .'-iouth Nanaimo could 
not but e.-ipress eutisfaction. The pros- 
perity of the province was evident, and it 
was eqnally clear that it bad been 
in a great measure produced 
by wise expenditures on public 
works in the direction of developinj; the 
latent resources of the province, for 
which the government was entitled to 
all credit. He bo^ed thatftcontinuation 
of the able Bdmiatatration that had pro- 
duced ao eminently aatiefactory results 
would be accompanied by further ad- 
vance by British Columbiaand increased 
prosperity. (Applause).
